BROOKHART FACES 


LOBBYING CHARGE 
IN WOODS INQUIRY 


Senator-Elect Was Paid 
to Back Appointee, 
Steck Declares. 


PINCHOT QUALIFIES 
VARE CREDENTIALS 


Alters Certificate Form to Say 
Candidate “Appears” to 
Have Been Elected.

The Senate yesterday added the name 
of Senator-elect Smith W. Brookhart, 
of Iowa, to the list of its members, ac- 
| tual or prospective, under investiga- 
| tion, and took several steps in the case 
| which it is building against the admis- 
‘sion of William S. Vare, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The Brookhart investigation was pre- 
cipitated by Senator Daniel F. Steck, 
‘of Iowa, who informed the Senate that 
‘it was “commonly rumored” that 
-Brookhart was a “paid lobbyist” in be- 
‘half of the confirmation of Cyrus E. 
Woods to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The charge was Cenied in 
full by Brookhart. 

Senator Joseph T. Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, introduced a resolution asking 
for an investigation of the contest 
brought against Vare by William B. 
Wilson, his defeated opponent, and 
suggested that the matter be referred 
'to the Reed “slush fund” committee. 
A fight will be made to send the mat- 
| ter to the committee on privileges and 
‘elections instead. 

The Senate received a letter. from 
Gov. Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania, 
‘explaining the form in which he had 
drawn Vare’s credentials. Gov. Pin- 
chot did not certify that Vare -had 
been “duly chosen,” as is customary, 
but said he “appears to have been” 
| elected, and his letter stated that he 
‘had not done so because he was con- 
i‘ vineced that the senatorship hed been 
| “partly bought and partly stolen.”

| Steck Presents Telegrams. 
| The charges against Brookhart came 
| before the Senate through three tele- 
grams which Senator Steck read into 
the record. Two were from Iowa,

Woman, She Adds. 


Los Angeles, Calif., Jan. 10 (By A. P.). 
A suit for a divorce from Charles Spen- 


cer Chaplin was filed here today by his | 


estranged wife, Lita Grey Chaplin, in 
which she made sensational charges 
against the film comedian. 

The complaint covers 42 pages and 
hurls a host of charges against Chaplin, 
including infidelity, threats upon his 
wife’s life, lack of affection for his 
children and other accusations of an 
unprintable nature. 

While the suit asks that the court 
set temporary alimony and attorney fees 
for Mrs. Chaplin, to be followed, if the 
decree is granted, by permanent alimony 
and proper division of the community 
property, no specific sum was named. 

An injunction was granted by the 
superior court following filing of the 
suit restraining Chaplin from taking 
any of his properties outside the State 
or in any way disposing of them. Mrs. 
Chaplin’s sult asks that. she be given 
custody of the two children, Charles 
Spencer, jr., aged 2, and Sydney Earle, 
aged 1. Chaplin is on his way to New 
York on important business, his attor- 
ney announced. 

The intimate story of the Chaplins’ 
family life as told in the wife’s suit 
begins with their return from Mexico, 
where they were married November 25, 
¥924, Chaplin on the train telling 
friends, it is alleged, that he kad been 
forced to choose between marriage and 
prison. 

“Well, boys,” he is quoted as saying, 
“this is better than the penitentiary, 
but it won’t last long.” 

Arrived home, Mrs. Chaplin said her 


famous husband told her: 
“This marriage won't last long. I 
will make you so damn sick of me you 


won't want to live here.”

The charge is made by Mrs. Chaplin 
| that Chaplin, prior to-their. marriage, 
had delayed the ceremony as long as 
possible seeking to avoid it, and later 
in the compiaint she declares that he 
offered her “a half million” rather fhan 
marriage. Frequently he accused her 
of ruining his career and when she 
protested at his treatment, according 
to the petition, Chaplin declared: 

“Well, what different kind of treat- 
ment can you expect? I didn’t marry 
you because I wanted to, but because 
you made me.” 

Another time Chaplin is quoted as 
telling his wife of affairs with “five 
prominent motion picture women.” 

During the first month of their mar- 
riage, Mrs. Chaplin asked her husband 
regarding reports she had heard link- 
ing his name with that of an actress. 
According to the complaint he answer- 
ed: “Yes, it is true, and ¥ am in love 
with her and don't. care 
knows it.”

Revolution Procleimed 
By Mexicans in Texas 


El Paso, Tex., Jan. 10 (By A. P.). 
A manifesto announcing a revolution 
had been brewing in Mexico for two 
months was issued here today by 
Jose F. Gandara, an El Paso business 
man who is proclaimed chief of mil- 
itary operations for the revolt.

PILOT OF ELEVATOR 
SHOOTS SELF DEAD 


E. E. Carneal, Jr., 25, in Note, 
Says He Feared Even- 
tual Insanity. 


Fearing insanity and distracted be- 
cause he was unable to obtain a better 
position and overcome financial difi- 
culties caused Edwin E. Carneal, jr., 
25 years old, an elevator operator at 
the Willard hotel, to shoot and mor- 
tally wound himself yesterday with a 
82-caliber revolver in his room at 460 
K street northwest. He died in Emer- 
gency hospital. Dr. J. Ramsey Nevitt 
certified suicide. 

Before ending his life Carneal wrote 
a letter to the coroner which read: “To 
facilitate the functions of your office 
permit me to state that this is Just an- 
other case of one seeking relief from 
circumstances, which would eventually 
cause total insanity. Any further in- 
formation desired can be obtained from 
my father, E. E. Carneal, sr., 2100 Mass- 
achuetts avenue northwest. Edwin E. 
Carneal, jr.”

“Consequently, I have deemed it my 
duty to use the powers committed to 
me to insure the adequate protection 
of all American interests in Nicaragua, 
whether they be endangered by in- 
ternal strife or by outside interference 
in the affairs of that republic.” 


Senators Refrain From Comment. 


The message was well received but 
the situation in the Senate was such 
that many senators refrained from for- 
mal comment until later. In the first 
place, there has been an understand- 
ing among Democratic senators and 
others that they would withhold com- 
ment until Secretary of State Kellogg 
appears before the Senate foreign re- 
lations committee tomorrow. 

Senator Borah made a brief an- 
nouncement, after the message had 
been read, that he believed the Nica- 
raguan situation required discussion 
but that he had an understanding with 
the Secretary of State to wait until 
the latter has been before the foreign 
‘relations committee. 

There was some discussion by Sena- 
tor Bingham on the floor, who whole- 
heartedly agrees with the message and 
believes the Monroe doctrine makes it 
tmperative for the United States to 
take the action which this government 
is taking. But the Senate went into 
executive session to discuss the Lau- 
sanne treaty shortly after 2 o'clock 
and this precluded possible further 
debate on the message. 

At the State Department, Secretary 
Kellogg said he would appear before 
the foreign relations committee tomor- 
row. Mr. Kellogg did not discuss the 
message but it was said at the State 
Department, in answer to inquiry, that 
Admiral Latimer had found 350,000 
rounds of ammunition on the Atlantic 
side when the American marines landed 
and that these munitions belo 
to the Sacasa revolutionists bore the 
marks of the Mexican manufacturing — 
arsenal.

the bureau of efficiency, told the House 
District investigating subcommittee last 
night. 

Legislation already is being prepared 
for automobile license tages to be made 
at Occoquan, he disclosed. He recom- 
mended that traffic signals, road mark- 
ers, manhole covers and the like be 
made at Occoquan. 

No legislation would be necessary, he 
said, for the District to pool its supply 
purchases with the cefitral committee. 
The District’s purchasing agent, though, 
has not received his proposal very sym- 
sboteneinge £ he said, but told him that 

e would give it a trial if the commis- 
sioners directed it. 

Representative Gibson, of Vermont, 
chairman of the sub committee, as- 
sured. him that he would have the 
cooperation of the committee in bring- 
ing the change about. 


Cites Tires and Tubés. 


Mr. Brown cited tires ‘and tubes as 
an instance of how the District is 
losing money by purchasing its own 
supplies. For the six months period 
ended December 31, he said, 923 tires 
cost the District $14,087 while the 
Federal government paid only $11,384 
for the same amount. On 1,500 tubes 
purchased during the same period, the 
District had to pay $1,820 more than 
the Federal government. He listed 150 
items, the great majority of which the 
District had to pay more than the 
Federal government. An exception was 
coal oil, which the District got cheaper. 
This would be an instance where the 
Federal government would save in the 
purchasing pool, he said. 

It was disclosed that one of the larg- 
est manufacturers of machinery will be 
here today, and he is to appear before 
the committee tonight to discuss the 
costs of setting up the necessary plant 
at Occoquan, for the manufacture of 
license tags, and also the costs of. other 
plants recommended by Mr. Brown. 
The tags can be made at Occoquan for 
8 cents apiece, Mr. Brown said, while 
the District is now paying: 11 cents. 
The entire plant with material for 
manufacturing the tags for one year 
can be set up for $30,000; according to 
Mr. Brown. 

Richard Fourschy, engineer for the 
efficiency bureau, described the brick- 
making plant now at Occoquan. The 
bricks are made there at a cost of $6 
a ton and sell for $20 a ton, he said. 

Representative-elect James T. Igoe, 
of Chicago, the financial backer of the 
contractor who agreéd to furnish the 
District with 1927 automobile license 
tags, arrived yesterday and assured lo- 
cal officials delivery of all 100,000 tags 
would be completetd early in February. 

He said 38,400 pairs..of. tags already 
had been delivered and 15,400 were due 
tomorrow. He said the contractor he 
agreed to finance had disappeared and 
that he was due to lose $5,000 on the 
job, but that he would “be a sport” and 
make good.

Pals Fall From Sheet Rope. 


Gamble, who was awakened by the 
choking smoke, aroused his buddy. They 
tied six bed sheets together to form a 
rope by which to descend from their 


third-floor room. Weaver, half blind- 
ed and strangled by e smoke, col- 
lapsed as the boys prepared to lower 
themselves. 

Grabbing a towel Gamble placed it 
over Weaver’s mouth and helped him 
out of the window. Gusts of wind 
apparently revived Weaver, for he at- 
tempted to lower himself to safety. He 
had not progressed more than a few 
feet, however, when he lost his grip 
and fell to the frozen ground. 

Gamble then followed. The sheets ex- 
tended only to the second floor. His 
feet became entangled in the vines 
that covered the sides of the building 
and, in attempting to free them, lost 
his grip and fell. He struck the back 
of his head, being knocked uncon- 
scious for a few moments. 

After being given first aid by fellow 
students Gamble went back to aid in 
the rescue of others who were forced 
to jump for safety. 

Other cases of individual heroism 
were noted. There is one unsung hero 
of the fire, however, to whom the stu- 
dents, citizens of Front Royal and of- 
ficials of the academy owe a debt of 
gratitude. 

He is the cadet who ran through the 
smoke-filled corridors arousing the stu- 
dents, ran half clad through the snow- 
covered fields of the campus to the 
town, nearly half a mile away, awak- 
ened members of the fire department 
and citizens and then ran back to the 
campus to aid in directing the placing 
of ladders against the sides of the blaz- 
ing building. 

Brig. Gen. Gardner M. Waller, chief 
of the Virginia State militia, is seeking 
to learn the identity of this cadet to 
whom a medal for valor will be pre- 
sented at the June commencement. 


186 Asleep in Bullding. 


There were 186 cadets asleep on the 
second and third floors of the three- 
story building when the fire was dis- 
covered shortly before 5 a. m. Cadet 
Winston Wilson, who was the first to 
discover the fire, shouted the alarm. 
He awakened Prof. Joseph Darden and 
others, who aroused the boys, ranging 
| ftom 12 to 21 years old. 

Many of the cadets who heard the 


cries of “fire’’ paid slight heed at first, 
as the school buglers are supposed to 
sound the alarm for fire. The buglers, 
however, could not find their instru- 
ments during the excitement. 

At first there was a rush for the 
stairway. The first cadets to réach 
them, however, turned back, warning 
the others to make for the fire escapes 
and windows. The lights are turned 
out at 9 o’clock every night and tke 
building was in darkness, save for the 
flames which were making rapid head- 
way through the building from the 
basement, where the fire is believed to 
have originated. 

The first cadets to reach the win- 
dows leading to the fire escapes could 
not open the windows, as they were 
nailed, according to the students. They 
kicked out the glass, however. 

This method of escape soon was cut 
off when the flames twisted the iron 
ladders into a junked mass. More 
than three score cadets made their way 
to safety by the fire escapes. 


Escape in Underwear. 


By this time the fire had eaten its 
way to the third floor of the building. 
Flames shooting from lower windows 
forced many cadets to run to other 
sides of the building for escape. Many 
lowered themselves from bed sheets and 
dropped. Others, perched on the win- 
dow ledges, called to those below to 
catch them. 

Blankets were thrown from the win- 


dows by the trapped students. Those 
on the ground held them as nets while 
their roommates jumped. More than 
a score reached safety in this manner. 

Navas, who was one of the last to 
leave the burning building, was called 
upon by those below to “jump quick.” 
The flames already had scorched his 
clothing. He jumped from the window 
ledge of the third floor. He turned a 
complete somersault, according to his 
rescuers, while dropping. He mis- 
judged the blanket net, however. 

His feet barely hit the blanket, caus- 
ing his face to strike the ice-covered 
ground. Fellow students stunned by 
seeing Navas fall, called for help. Then 
they carried him, unconscious, to an 
automobile, which rushed him to Win- 
chester, 20 miles away. 

Dr. Charles L. Melton, dean of the 
academy, who was slightly hurt and 
made ill from smoke fumes, attributed 
the lack of loss in life to the military 
manner in which the students made 
their escape. At no time, Dr. Melton 
declared, did the cadets show signs of 
panic. 

The students were in high spirits 
despite their personal loss of approxi- 
mately $100,000 in clothing, books and 
valuables. Their chief concern, after 
learning their fellow students were 
safe, was where they could “grab some 
eats” and get rid of “these durned hob- 
nailed boots.” 

Elmer Bowler, of Washington, and 
Cadets Alfred Noble, James Hutchin- 
son and Audrey Killingsworth, who 


saved more than a dozen students from 


serious injury, declared some of the 
students had premonition of the dis- 
aster.

APPEAL OF SENTENCE 


Producer Must 
Serve Year in Prison, 
Court Holds. 


CONVICTED OF PERJURY 


New York, Jan. 10 (By A. P.).—-Two 
grand juries had a perfect right to ask 
Earl Cerroll, theatrical producer, 
whether any one occupied a bathtub 
at a party in his theater, although they 
wefe specifically investigating an alleg- 
ed liquor law violation, the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals ruled 
today in affirming Carroll's conviction 
and sentence. 


On February 22, 1926, Carroll gave a 

party in his theater and newspaper 
accounts said that Joyce Hawley, a 
show girl, had served men guests liquor 
from a bath tub in which she was 
seated. undraped. Federal officials 
ordered an investigation of the report 
that liquor had been served. 
Carroll denied before two Federal 
grand juries that liquor had been 
served and that any one had occupied 
a tub. He was indicted for perjury for 
both statements 

A jury convicted him of perjury in 
saying no one was in the tub, but in- 
nocent in saying no liquor was served. 
Appeal was made on the ground that 
the grand jury investigation was con- 
cerned with Itquor law violation and 
that questions concerning occupation 
of the tub were immaterial to the main 
issue. 

Judge Manton, with two other judges 
concurring, ruled today, however, that 
the grand juries had a right to ask 
any questions they liked in their 
search for the truth. 

Carroll, who was sentenced to serve 
one year and one day in the Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta and “fined 
$2,000, is under bail. Herbert C. Smyth,

Coalition Ticket Elected. 


In October, 1924, an election was 
held in Nicaragua for president, vice 
president and members of the con- 
gress. This resulted in the election of 
a coalition ticket embracking conserva- 
tives and. liberals, Carlos Solorzano, a 


conservative republican, was elected 
president and Juan B. Sacasa, a 
liberal, was elected vice president. 


This government was recognized by 
the other Central American countries 
and by the United States. 1c had been 
the intention of the United States to 
withdraw the marines immediately after 
this election, and notice was given of 
the intention to withdraw them in 
January, 1925. At the request of the 
President of Nicaragua this time was 
extended to September 1, 1925. Pursu- 
ant to this determination and notice, 
the marines were withdrawn in August, 
1925, and it appeared at that time as 
though tranquillity in Nicaragua’ was 
assured. 

Within two months, however, fur- 
ther disturbances broke out between 
the supporters of Gen. Chamorro and 
the supporters of the president, cul- 
minating in the seizure of the Loma, 4 
fortress dominating the city of Mana- 
ua. ‘Once in possession of the Loma, 
en.

Repeated Requests Received. 


During the last two months the gov- 
ernment of the United States has re- 
celved yepeated requests from various 
American citizens, both directly and 
through our consuls and legation, for 
the protection of their lives and prop- 
erty. The government of the United 
States has also received requests from 
the British charge at Managua and from 
the Italian Ambassador at Washington 
for the protection of their respective 
nationals.’ Pursuant to such requests, 
Admiral Latimer, in charge of the spe- 
cial service squadron, has not only 
maintained the neutral zone at Blue- 
fields under the agreement of both 
parties, but has landed forces at’ Puerto 
Cabezas and Rio Grande, and estab- 
lished neutral zones at these 
where considerable numbers of Ameri- 
cans live and are engaged in carrying 
on various industries. He has also bren 
authorized to establish euch of the neu- 
tral zones as are necessary for the pur- 
poses above mentioned. 

For many years humerous Americans 
have been living in Nicaragua de- 
veloping its industries and carrying on 
business. At the present time there 
are large investments in lumbering, 
mining, coffee growing, hanana culture, 
shipping, and also in general mer- 
cantile and other collateral business. 
All these people and these industries 
have been encouraged by the Nicara- 
guan government. That government 
has at all times owed them protection, 
but the United States has occasionally 
been obliged to send naval forces tor 
their proper protection. In the pres- 
ent crisis such forces are requested by 
the Nicaraguan government, which 
protests to the United States its in- 
ability to protect these interests, and 
states that any measures which the 
United States deems appropriate for 
their protection will he satisfactory to 
the Nicaraguan government. 


Canal Treaty Signed. 


In addition to these industries now 
in existence, the government of Nica- 
ragua, by a treaty entered into on the 
fifth day of August, 1914, granted in 
perpetuity to the United States the ex- 
clusive proprietary rights necessary and 
convenient for the construction, 2pera- 
tion and maintenance of an oc2anic 
canal. Articles F and Ul of said troaty

Of the guaranteed cus- 
toms bonds, $2,867,000 were on Febru- 
ary 1, 1926, still in circulation, and of 
these about $1,000,000 were held by 
Nicaraguans, $1,000,000 by American 
citizens and the balance by nationals 
of other countries. The bonds held 
in the United States are held by the 
public in general circulation and, so 
far as the department knows, no 
American bankers are directly inter- 
ested in the Nicaraguan indebtedness. 


Finances Rehabilitated. 


This financial plan was adopted by 
an act of the congress of Nicaragua on 
August 31, 1917. The National Bank 
'of Nicaragua was made the depository 
/Of all government revenues. The tin- 
_ ternal revenues were, as heretofore, to 

be collected by the government. Col- 
lection of the internal revenue, however, 
was to be taken over by the collector 
of general customs, an American citi- 
zen appointed by the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment and approved by the Secretary 
of State of the United States, if the 
product should average less than %60,- 


_000 a month for three consecutive 
' months. This has never yet been nec- 
essary. The proceeds of the customs 


of Nicaragua have been rehabilitated in 


revenues were to be applied, first, to! 
the payment of such sums as might 
be agreed upon in the contemplated 
contracts for the service of the foreign 
loan, the internal loan and claims 
against the Nicaraguan government. 
From the balance of the revenue $80,- 
000 a month was to be used for the 
ordinary budget expenses and an addi- 
tional $15,000 for extraordinary ex- 
penses. 

Under this financial plan the finances 


a very satisfactory manner. Of the 
$3,744,000 of internal customs bonds 
issued in 1917 about $900,000 have 
been paid. Of the external debt bonds 
issued in 1909 amounting to £1,250,000, 
there now remain only about £770,000. 
The total public debt of Nicaragua has 
been reduced from about $22,000,000 in 


1917 to $6,625,203 at the beginning of 
1926. Furthermore, the country in time 
of peace has ample revenues for its 
ordinary budget expenses and a s6ur- 
plus which has been used in extensive 
public improvements. The Nicaraguan 
National Bank and the National rail- 


road, controlling interests in which 
were formerly owned by American 
bankers, were repurchased by the 
Nicaraguan government in 1920 and 


1924, and are now wholly owned by 


that government. 


| There is no question that if the 
revolution continues, American invest- 
‘ment and business interests in Nic- 


jaragua wilt be very seriously affected, 
‘if not destroyed. 


The currency, which

can as well as foreign bondholders will 
/undoubtedly look to the United States 
‘for the protection of their interests. 

| It is true that the United States 
i\did not establish the financial plan 
‘by any treaty, but it nevertheless did 
aid through diplomatic channels and 
advise in the negotiation and establish- 
‘ment of this plan for the financial re- 
-habilitation of Nicaragua. 


Follows Predecessors 


| Manifestly the relation of this 
government to the Nicaraguan situa- 
tion, and its policy in the existing 
emergency, are determined by the facts 
which I have described, The pro- 
prietary rights of the United States in 
| the Nicaraguan canal route with the 
‘necessary implications growing owNt of

From the standpoint of replying to 
critics of the government’s policy, the 
message is admittedly a more detailed 
and complete answer than was be- 
lieved possible. 

First, a detailed recitation of [facts 
connected with the affairs of 
Nicaraguan republic since America in- 
tervened in 1912 is given by the Presi- 
dent.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE, 

President Coolidge’s message to Con- 
gress sets forth the situation which has 
compelled him to send forces to Nica- 
ragua for the protection of Americans 
and to safeguard the interests of the 
United States. 

The country is informed that the law- 
ful government of Nicaragua has been 
subjected to Mexican military aggres- 
sion, threatening the extinction of consti- 
tutional government and the destruction 
of American life and property, as well as 
endangering the interests of the United 
States in the matter of canal rights and 
the protection of the Panama Canal. 

The present government of Nicaragua 
was recognized by the United States and 
by several Central American govern- 
ments after it was «learly shown that 
President Diaz had been constitutionally 
elected. The revolution headed by Dr. 
Sacasa was organized in the City of 
Mexico, where Sacasa had been in consul- 
tation with President Calles. President 
Coolidge says: 


most conclusive evidence 
that arms and munitions in large quan- 
tities have been on. several occasions 
since August, 1926, shipped to the revolu- 
tionisits in Nicaragua. Boats carrying 
these munitions have been fitted out in 
Mexican ports, and some of the munitions 
bear evidence of having belonged to the 
Mexican government. It also appears that 
the ships were fitted out with the full 
knowledge of and, in some cases, with the 
encouragemenht of Mexican officials, and 
were in one instance, at least, commanded 
by a Mexican naval reserve officer. 


T have the 


The aggression upon Nicaragua by 
Mexican officials and agents is essentially 
an attack upon the peace and security of 
the United States. It is an attempt to 
overturn an American republic by vio- 
tence, and to erect upon its ruins a com- 
mutiist regime such as that established 
in Mexico, which aims to destroy private 
property and private rights. If the 
United States should stand idly by and 
permit this conspiracy to succeed the 
security of the Panama Canal would be 
endangered, the lives and property of 
Americans in Central America would be 
destroyed and the present government 
of the United States would be a traitor 
to the Monroe doctrine, the bulwark of 
national defense. 

: When President Coolidge says, “I pro- 
pose to follow the path of my predeces- 
sors,” the people of the United States 
know that American life and property 
and the interests of this republic are 
safe. In giving notice that the United 
States will not tolerate anarchy in Nica- 
ragua, “‘especially if such state of affairs 
is contributed to or brought about by 
outside influences or by any foreign 
power,” President Coolidge applies the 
Monroe doctrine exactly as it would have 
been applied by Monroe, Jackson, Lincoln, 
McKinley, Roosevelt, Wilson or Harding. 

Criticism of President Coolidge’s ac- 
tion has been based upon ignorance of 
‘the facts or upon willful misrepresenta- 
tion of fact. In view of the disclosures 
made by the President no American can 
truthfully hold that he supports the Mon- 
roe doctrine and yet opposes Mr. Cool- 
idge’s action. 

Honest criticism of the President’s 
course would have been avoided by an 
earlier official exposure of Mexican 
intrigue in Nicaragua. The country 
should have been made acquainted with 
these facts at the beginning. 


The denials issued by President’ Calles ‘ 


and other Mexican officials are now 
stamped as false. Those Americans who 
have rushed to the aid and comfort of 
Calles against the plain intimations of 
their own government are in an em- 
barrassing position. They are now en- 
abled to get right, however, if they wish 
to do so, or they may drift into the atti- 
tude of antagonism'‘to their own govern- 
ment in its defense of American rights 
and American life. 

When President Coolidge sets in mo- 
tion the forces that maintain the honor 
of the American flag and compel respect 
for American life and property he has

BRITISH AVIATION, 


Sir Samuel Hoare, British air minister, com- 
pleted his 6,300-mile airplane journey from 
England to India last Saturday. Accompanied 
by Lady Hoare, he left London December 27 in 
the air liner Hercules, and after only 63 hours 
in the air, swooped down on Delhi, British 
India, to the accompaniment of a cannon sa- 
lute. On the same day two British civilian 
aviators, flying baby moth planes from Eng- 
land to Australia, also alighted in India. The 
latter are flying alone, each acting as the me- 
chanic for his own plane, the venture being for 
the purpose of demonstrating the feasibility of 
making long flights in small planes. 

In neither case were elaborate preparations 


, made to insure the success of the undertaking. 


Sir Samuel completed his flight practically 
upon scheduled time, and the pilots of the 
moth planes are jogging serenely along, each 
day placing them many miles nearer their ob- 
jective. Contrast these with the friendship 
flight being undertaken at the present time by 
the United States army, practically at the start 
of which one of the five planes participating 
has become disabled. Compare it to the recent 
attempt by the navy to fly to Panama, in which 
neither of the two ships was able to complete 
the flight on schedule. American aviation 
still can learn much from abroad. 


MONTREAL'S THEATER HORROR. 


The usual holiday crowd nearly filled the 
1.100 seats of the Laurier Palace moving pic- 
ture theater in the East End of Montreal last 
Sunday. At 2 o'clock the afternoon program 
was barely under way when the roving eye of 
a small boy spotted a wisp of smoke and a 
tiny tongue of flame emanating from the pro- 
jection room. Instinctively he uttered the cry 
‘“fire’ ‘and a panic ensued. The downstairs 
seats were emptied quickly and in orderly 
fashion through three of the four emergency 
exits. The gallery, however, was occupied al- 
most entirely by children, and apparently all 
of them tried to utilize the same stairway at 
onee. At a turn of the stairway the mob be- 
came jammed, probably by a child who had 
stumbled and fallen. In the entanglement of 
hundreds of human beings, 77 lost their lives. 

The tragedy teaches a lesson which officials 
have been trying to imprint upon the public 
mind for many years. All the fire prevention 
measures known can not lessen the results of 
panies caused by fire or the cry of ‘‘fire’’ in 
crowded ‘buildings. Had the audience in the 
gallery remained calmly in their seats until 
the first wave of hysteria had passed, and then 
walked quietly through the exits, the theater 
could have been emptied with no loss of life 
whatsoever. The little notice appearing in 
theater programs should be taken seriously: 
‘In case of fire, choose the nearest exit, and 
walk, do not run.” — 


THE GASOLINE TAX. 

The District tax collector recently announced 
that the gasoline tax collections over the past 
year amounted to more than $1,000,000. The 
December receipts have not been reported as 
yet. Those for November, however, totaled 
more than $88,000, making the revenue for the 
first eleven months of the year more than 
$935,000. The collections for 1925 amounted 
to approximately $893,000. 

When the gasoline tax was established, 
although it was generally admitted that it 
would be a considerable revenue producer, 
many felt that it would work an undue hard- 
ship on the motorist. During the first few 
months of its operation there was some grum- 
bling over the increased price of gasoline. 
After the public became used to the higher 
price, however, it forgot that every gallon 
of gasoline purchased bore a 2-cent tax, and 
at the present time it has become one of the 
easiest taxes to pay. 

The revenue on gasoline becomes part of 
the capital of the highway department. This 
is taxation in its ideal form, if it is not made 
excessive. Streets are built largely for the 
use of motorists, who in turn pay the tax 
which provides street funds. Trucks, which 
do more damage to the highways than pas- 
senger cars, use up proportionately more 
gasoline per mile, thus contributing a greater 
percentage of the total tax figure. 


PASSING OF THE COAL BUNKER. 


When the first three ships of the modern 
navy were laid down under Secretary Chand- 
ler, béfore the days of the “great white fleet,’’ 
no one in the navy ever expected that the day 
would come when coal would be superseded 
by oil as the fuel supply. Yet by the end of 
the year 1927 not a single battleship of the 
navy will use coal for fuel. Nearly all the 
vessels of the first line have abandoned coal 
and hav2 substituted fuel oil for firing under

command of the fleet maneuvering off Cule-+ 
bra island and in the Caribbean sea, recom- 
mended that these three dreadnaughts be 
modernized by substituting oil-burning fur- 
naces for the obsolete type still in use. 

When the fleet starts out on its practice 
cruises next year every battleship will be able 
to make “full speed ahead’’ under forced 
draft without leaving.a smoke screen in her 
wake thick enough to walk on. 

It is seventeen years since the first battle- 
ship of the navy was fitted out with oil-burn- 
ing furnaces. That was in 1910, and the first 
of the fleet to try out the oil burner was the 
North Dakota. Turbine engines and electrical 
steering devices are better adapted to the use 
of oil fuel than coal, ‘which is used in every 
one of the vessels of the destroyer class. 

The picturesque woman coal passer in the 
harbor of St. Thomas in the Virgin islands 
will have to seek other employment. Nearly 
all the merchant vessels touching that port 
have substituted oil for coal, and now that the 
last of the battleships are about to follow 
suit the coal docks will have to be given over 
to the barnacle and the teredo. 


THE PITTMAN ACT. 


Despite the protest of the Treasury Depart- 
ment the Senate has passed and the House 
banking and currency committee has favorably 
reported the bill directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to complete purchases of silver under 
the act of April 23, 1918, commonly known as 
the Pittman act. The avowed purpose of the 
bill is to direct the Secretary of the Treasury 
to purchase some 14,589,730 ounces of silver 
bullion, paying therefor not less than $1 an 
ounce. 

The act of 1918 provided that silver in the 
Treasury should be sold for $1 an ounce to 
About 


About 17,000,000 ounces of silver were “‘allo- 
cated”’ to the director of the mint. The statute 
declared that ‘allocation’? should be regarded 
as sales or resales. The question is whether 
“allocations’’ under the Pittman act are re- 
vokable by the Treasury, after made. The 
majority report of the House committee says 
““no;’’ 

The minority report of the committee says 
“yes,’’ on the ground that the Pittman act was 
a war measure, and also on the ground that it 
is an effort of the silver interests to compel 
the Treasury, with public money, to purchase 
some 14,589,000 ounces of silver at $1 an 
ounce when the market price is about 55 cents 
an ounce. 

Since this is a matter of interpretation of 3s 
statute, it would appear that the questio» 
should be referred to the courts rather than 
to Congress. In the meantime it is proposed 
to have the Treasury pay more for silver than 
it is worth. The silver thus purchased and 
stored would serve no good monetary or com- 
mercial purpose. 


RAILROAD EXPANSION. 


On the first of the year figures were made 
public giving the number of miles of new 
trackage laid by United States railroads during 
the preceding twelve months. New lines con- 
structed amounted to 1,005 miles, 
by 361 miles the amount laid in 1925. Much 
of the new mileage consisted of relatively 
long lines instead of short extensions, serving 
to open up much new territory. 

On Thursday: last Commissioner Lewis, of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, appear- 
ing before the House committee hearings on 
the independent offices bill, estimated the 
valuation of the railroads at about $22,000.- 
000,000, nearly a $4,000,000 inerease since 
1920. The face value of the outstanding secu- 
rities is placed at about $333,000,.000 
and the wealth is shared by some 
stock and hond holders. 

The railroads are becoming increasingly 
prosperous. This is largely due to the volume 
of freight carried. In 1926, according to fig- 
ures recently announced by the American Rail- 
way association, the freight volume moved 
was the greatest on record, the more than 52.,- 
000,000 cars concerned exceeding by over 
2,000,000 the number involved in the pre- 
vious record made in 1925. Freight loadings 
averaged for the entire year more than 1,000.- 
000 cars a week. Loadings of coal were ex- 
ceptionally heavy and increases were shown in 
loadings of practically all commodities during 
1926 as compared to the preceding year. 

Representative roads throughout the coun- 
try, which spent for improvements and expan- 
sion approximately $875,000,000 in 1926, will 
expend practically the same amount this year. 
Prospective earnings justify the plans. The 
raflroads are adopting the right policy in 
placing this vast sum back into their prop- 
erties.

GOOD-BY TO THE FORESTS. 


Some idea of the enormous number of trees 
in the forests of the United States which are 
sacrificed to the maw of the sawmill may be 
gathered from the report of the sales and 
shipments of lumber during 1926, just issued 
by the National Lumber Manufacturers asso- 
ciation. 

From approximately 500 leading lumber 
mills of the country, the year 1926 is shown 
to have been the record year in the matter of 
sales. During that period the softwood mills 
sold 12,223,764,661 board feet, while at the 
same time the sales of the 125 hardwood mills 
which reported to the association reached the 
total of 1,5607,127,106 feet. . 

The mills from which reports were received 
represent about 40 per cent of the lumber 
operations of the entire country, so that the 
estimate of total production is .in' the neigh- 
borhood of 36,000,000,000 feet board measure 
during the year. 

Just what this means in the matter of the 
denuding of the timberlands of the country 
it would be difficult to estimate, but assum- 
ing that the average growth represents 10,009 
feet to the acre—and 5,000 would be a high 
figure in the Southern section—the saws of the 
lumbermen were responsible for denuding 
3,600,000 acres of the forest lands of the 
United States during the year 1926. 

At such a rate as this how long will the 
country be able to supply the demand for 
lamber and timber? Nor is the sawmill the 
only consumer that is responsible for the 
rapid destruction of forests. The logger takes 
only ‘“‘saw timber;”’ tops and branches have 
no attraction for him. The woods are filled 
with the debris, which is a constant menace

Huntoon, formerly of the department 
of bacteriology of Cornell university, 
has been conducting experiments for 
some time past at the Mulford labora- 
tories at Glenolden.

brought down the lobar pneumonia 
death rate from 30 to 8 or 9 in each 
100 cases. This means a reduction in 
mortality from this disease of more 
than two-thirds, which, of course, is re- 
markable. Very successful tests. are 
reported by Bellevue hospital in New 
York, and the Polyclinic hospital is 
now paying special attention to the 
new treatment in the fight against 
this treacherous disease, so prevalent 
at this time of year.

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WN JUVENILE BILL DRAFT 


New Proposal Would Put 
Wedded Minors Under 
Court Jurisdiction. 


GIVEN TO COMMISSIONERS 


The common law theory of marriage, 
as relating to minors who might be 
adjudged delinquént, dependent or 
neglected, is reversed in a second draft 
of the proposed new juvenile court bill 
prepared and made public yesterday by 
the commission on pyblic welfare leg- 
islation. 


Under existing law, when a minor 


is under jurisdiction of the juvenile 
court, marriage of the minor emanci- 
pates him from guardianship. The 
first draft of the bill presented to Con- 
gress at the last session by the com- 
mission made no change in this re- 
spect. ‘ 

During the last year, however, the 
Supreme covtt blocked efforts of wel- 
fare authorities to have girls com- 
mitted to institutions in two cases in 
which they had been married and the 
new draft of the bill seeks to change 
that by declaring marriage causes no 
change of status. 

Another respect in which the new 
draft differs from the old is expected 
to cause lively debate by opposing 
groups interested in child welfare 
work. The new draft omits a clause, 
which in section 16 of the old draft 
authorizes the juvenile court to per- 
mit children under guardianship to 
be placed in the homes of private indi- 
viduals of religious faith similar to 
that of the child or his parents. Under 
the new bill, if passed, the court only 
can commit minors to the Board of 
Public Welfare, or, in cases of delin- 
quents, to the National Training 
School for Girls or the corresponding 
institution for boys. 

Opposition from the board of public 
welfare is expected to another new pro- 
vision in the bill which provides that 
investigations of the circumstances of 
minors, alleged to be delinquent, de- 
pendent or neglected, shall be made by 
“an officer of the court,’”’ meaning the 
juvenile court. At present such inves- 
tigations are conducted by the board 
of public welfare, an attache of which 
said yesterday that the proposal con- 
tained in the new bill would mean 
the court would be swamped with more 
juvenile cases than it could care for. 

The bill was submitted to the Dis- 
trict commissioners yesterday with a 
letter of transmittal from Mrs. L. B. 
Swormstedt, chairman of the commis- 
sion, saying suggestion by the corpora- 
tion counsel and others had been in- 
corporated and that it had the ap- 
proval of Judge Kathyrn Sellers, of the 
juvenile court. 

If the commissioners approve it they 
probably will transmit it to Congress, 
proposing its substitution for the bill 
already there.

BOUND FOR BROADWAY 


Out where the West begins and ends, 
in the minds of some people, there has 
been one topic of theatrical conversa- 


the National theater last. night 
direct from a sensational run in Chi- 
cago. 

Standing room only has been the 
order of the day for Mr. Rufus 
LeMaire’s production ever since it got 
away to a fairly good start in the 
Windy City. Now that it wends its 
way Eastward—with Broadway in view 
—the same old sign will be seen hang- 
ing out in front of the House of Rap- 
ley, judging from the reception ac- 
corded the revue by last night’s audi- 
ence here. 

This, in the theater, is an unusual 
thing. As a rule, what Chicago “takes 
to its heart the hardboiled denizens 
of this man’s town and the habitues 
of Broadway spurn. “LeMaire Affairs:’ 
is out to set the old record straight. 

It is, to all intents and purposes, a 
revue; but it out-revues the revues by 
having what the billboards proclaim as 
“three international stars.” They are 
Sophie Tucker, Ted Lewis, and Lester 
Allen. 

Sophie Tucker has been doing duty 
on stage since shortly after the Johns- 
town flood. Ted Lewis, sometimes 
called “The High at Comedian of 
Jazz,” got away with one of the first 
bands of its kind in the playworld and 
is still going strong—and Lester Allen 
used to cavort, for many, many years, 
in George White’s Scandals, with Tom 
Patricola as his pal. 

Well, they are all three here this 
week with the breath of the stockyards 
still upon them; but with the fresh- 
ness of spontaniety such as they like 
it.on Pennsylvania avenue and Broad- 
way. So that here, at last, is something 
to make the cliff dwellers sit up and 
take notice. 

There is no exact way of describing 
“Ta Maire’s Affairs.” It is just “Le 
Maire’s Affairs.” The music is by Mar- 
tin Broones, of whom nothing at all is 
known hereabout, but it is music such 
as revues ought to have. 

Lyrics are by the old master himself, 
Ballard MacDonald, who has been writ- 
ing them since the days of Paul Dres- 
ser, author of “The Banks of the Wa- 
bash.” Then there are skits and tra- 
vesties by Jack Lait and Edgar Allen 
Wolff, whose work are known to the 
vaudeville stage, and dances arranged 
by Bobby Connilly, who staged all the 
big dance numbers for Flo Zilegfeld’s 
‘Follies;”’ clever dialogue by William 
Helligan, and a lot of other contribu- 
tions by the great and near great, mak- 
ing, in all, a rapid entertainment. 

Out in the West, where men are said 
to be masculine, the revues, so it seems, 
are strictly up and coming. Certainly 
“LeMaire’s Affair’’ is an entirely new 
revue offering. The wonder of it all is 
that it hadn’t been insinuated into the 
civilized countries before this late date. 
The “Aaffairs” are delineated in some 
30 scenes, most of them noteworthy. 
And the show, as a whole,.is, all points 
taken into consideration, one of the 
sprightliest kaleidoscopic flashes heére- 
abouts this season.

READER has asked about sweet- 
A breads and asked, too, that we 
plan a dish for their use some time 
in our menu. This dish is, as a matter 
of fact, considered something of a deli- 
cacy and is known to be a thing sulit- 
able to those convalescent from ill- 
hess, as well as a splendid -dish for 
guest and special occasions. They are 
most delicate, appetizing, and expen- 
sive. However, with an accompaniment 
of a substitute dish, we shall havo 
sweetbreads in our menu for tomorrow. 
As doubtless many of us know, sweet- 
breads consist of a two-part gland, the 
two parts being held together by 4 
thin membrane or tubing. One half 
of the pair may be likened to the ten- 
derloin of the steak, and the other to 
the porterhouse side, for the sweet- 
bread that lies nearest the heart of the 
animal is the more tender of the two. 
This half is known as the heart sweet- 
bread and the other half as the throat 
sweetbread. 
Market in s€parate pieces do not let 
the marketman sell to you two throat 
halves. 

Sweetbreads come from lamb and 
calf, but we consider only veal sweet- 
breads for use on the table. They sell 
at present for approximately 85 cents 
& pair and up, depending on the weight.

Mock Sweetbreads. 
_ (Recipe from F. M. F.) 

Finely chop a potind of raw veal. 
It may be put through the coarse knife 
of the meat grinder. Add two large 
tablespoonfuls of ground salt pork and 
work together with the hands until 
well blended. Add two-thirds of a tup 
of soft bread crumbs, two eggs that 
have been beaten slightly, a third of a 
cup of flour, a half cup of milk, three- 
fourths of a teaspoonful of salt and 
pepper. Form into croquettes and place 
in a baking dish, dot over with but- 
ter, and surround with chicken stock. 
Cover and bake for an hour basting 
every ten minutes. This last may seem 
too much of a good thing, but it is 
quite necessary. Basting keeps the 
goodness in things, and is invaluable. 
Remove to a heated platter, garnish 
with parsley and surround with sauce, 
either tomato or white. 


Cre@ined Celery. 


Wash and scrape the celery and cut 
the stalks into inch pleces. Cook until 
soft in boiling salted water. This will 
require a period of about 20 minutes. 
Drain and add the cooked celery to 
white sauce after our ustial recipe. The 
outer stalks of the celery may thus be 
nicely disposed of.

Soak one tablespoonful of granulated 
gelatine in a fourth of a cup of cold 
water and add a cup of boiling water.

FAGES PROBABLE DELAY 


Pastor’s Attorneys Complain 
That Witnesses Are Ill or 
Can’t Be Found. 


KILLING SEEN BY GIRL 


Austin, Tex., Jan 10 (By. A. P.).— 
Whether the trial of Dr. J. Frank Nor- 
tis, Fort Worth Baptist minister, for 
the slaying. of D. E. Chipps, lumber- 
man, would get undér way hefe to- 
morrow was in doubt tonight. : 

When district court adjourned this 
afternoon. after preliminary jockeying 
by opposing counsel, the defense had 
not revealed whether it would an- 
nounce ready or ask a continuance. 
Judge James R. Hamilton instructed 
attorneys for Dr. Norris to announce 
their decision tomorrow morning. Ab- 
sence of several important witnesses 
was given as the réason for refusal of 
the defense to proceed today. 

In the event a motion for a con- 
tinuance is presented tomorrow, it will 
be up to Judge Hamilton to decide 
whether the minister must go to trial 
immediately. The prosecution an-

Puccini’s perennial] opera, “Le Bo- 
heme,” was the vehicle in which the 
Washington Nationel Opera company 
scored another of its successes of the 
season at the new auditorium last night 
before a representative and apprecie- 
tive audience. Edouard Albion was 
general director of the performance. 

High officials of the government, the 
diplomatic corps and social notables 
filled the boxes and main floor of the 
auditorium, making the scene one of 
brilliancy as the aydience assembled. 
Many dinner parties| preceded the-per- 
formance of the opera, the guests at 
these events afterward going on to the 
opera with their hosts. 

Intense interest was felt im the ap- 
pearance of the new conductor of the 
Washington Nationa] Opera company, 
Georges Georgesco, 4 Roumanian mu- 
siclan of renown and former conductor 
of the Royal Opera at Bucharest. M. 
Georgesco succeeded to the baton of 
the local opera organization after the 
recent resignation of Jacques Samous- 
esoud shortly after the performance of 
“Pique Dame,” which opened the opera 
season. 

M. GeorgescO was given a rousing 
ovation. He was quite at his ease, and 
it was soon apparent that the melodi- 
ous score of Puccinj, with its lovely 
lilting measures, was an open book to 
him nd that despite the short period 
he Kas been rehearsing them that he 
had the musicians of the augmented 
orchestra well under control 


Conductor Wins Audience. 

Only a few measures of the first act 
had been played when the audience 
realized that the new conductor was a 
master of his art. His attacks were 
wonderful and his tempi and shadings 
a treat to hear. He directed not only 
with the baton but with his whole body 
swaying here and there with the 
rhythm and lure of the enchanting 
score of Puccini. There was all the 
poetry of conducting in his work and 
he reminded many strongly of Stokow- 
ski, leader of the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony orchestra, in his general scheme 
of conducting. 

Another feature of hia conducting 
was to be found in the fact that the 
orchestra supported and did not over- 
come the singers. Every delicate phras- 
ing of the score was given ita full value 
and there was no hurry visible. 

It ie said that the musicians under 
are most en- 
thusiastic over him and have been will- 
ing to rehearse long hours tn order to 
achieve the effect of last night. Alto- 
gether the results obtained may be re- 
garded as most unusual after so short 
a time of rehearsal under a new leader.

Will be “Lakme” on Monday, January 
24, in the Washington auditorium, with 
Luella Melius, an American coloratura 
singer, as prima donna. Madame Mellus 
has sung in the world’s leading opera 
houses including Paris Grand Opera;
